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ABSTRACT 



A dryer for a smoking device includes a heating element 
adapted to fit within a cigarette receiving portion of the smok- 
ing device, the heating element projecting from a base portion 
of the dryer. The base portion of the dryer has an interface 
surface on which the smoking device rests when the heating 
element is positioned within the cigarette receiving portion of 
the smoking device. At least one air passageway is provided in 
the base portion of the dryer to communicau; between the 
cigarette receiving portion and surrounding ambient air when 
the smoking device rests on the interface surface.
